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ELEVEN BELLEVILLE 
LYNCHERS INDICTED 
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Grand‘ury Returns True Bill 


The St. Clair County (Ill.) grandjurp ad- 
journed Monday afternoon at Belleville, 
after a long and busy session, returning 11 
secret indictments against persons believed 


by the grandjury to have taken part in the 
lynching of the negro school teacher, 
Wyatt, who shot, but not fatally, County 
Superintendent of Schooles Hertel. The 
names of the persons indicted will be with- 
held until the caplages are served. 

During its deilberations’the grandjury ex- 
amined 79 witnesses in connection with the 
Wyatt case, many of whom were promi- 
nent citizens of Belleville. 

The case was considered calmly and ex- 
haustively and refiected the determination 
of the state authorities to prosecute those 
who had played a part in the affair. 

An anonymous letter addressed to the 
courts of Belleville and threatening a riot 
if the grandjury indicts the lynchers of 
David Wyatt, was found upon the steps of 
a Belleville newspaper office early Sunday 
morning by Ernest Hilgart, deputy pro-

Tha letter is generally accepted to. be 
the work of an ill-advised practical joker. 
The letter reads as follows: 


“To the courts of Belleville: If ever any 
person is sent to the penitentiary or pun- 
ished for being in the Wyatt lynching, 
there will be a riot, for the people will 
never see anyone punished for hanging 
such a man. If anyone is tried and im- 
prisoned the prison walls will fall if nec- 
essary. 

This is the sentiment of the people and 
we will see no court punish our citizens for 
a man like Wyatt. The people are all 
warmed up and the best thing for Belle- 
ville and our own citizens is to let it drop 
and throw it out of our courts.

ENEMY FAILS TO 
MAR WOMAN FACE 


Burning Stream of Acid, Diverted 
From Its Mark by Uplifted Arm 
of Intended Victim. 


Mrs. Julia Martin, victim of a woman 
acid thrower, is still in a critical condi- 
tion at the home of her sister, Mrs. James 
Mcintyre, 2808 Stoddard street. 

After a night of intense pain, which 
caused her to faint repeatedly, she was 
seriously ill and almost speechless from 
nervous prostration Monday morning. 

Mrs. Martin declares that she does not 
know who threw the acid, which blistered 
her left arm from the tips of her fingers 
to the shoulder, and then, continuing its 
searing course, dlistered her neck and 
body almost to the waist. 

“TI did not notice the woman closely.“ she 
said. “I got an impression that she was 
tall and dressed in dark clothes, but wheth- 
er she wore a cloak or any distinctive hat 
or dress I did not see.’ 

Mrs. Martin is separated from her hus- 
band, James Martin, who lives, she says, 
at 21066 Lucas avenue, and who is suing her 
for divorce. Mrs. Martin is opposing the 
granting of the divorce, saying she will 
the allegations made by her nus- 
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ter, Esther, went to a bakery at Frank- 
lin and WLeffingwell avenues. They re- 
turned over the west side of Leffingwelil 
avenue, Mrs. Martin walking slowly and

She says she did not see the man plainly.

When the child had come up with her, 
Mrs. Martin turned to continue toward 
her sister’s home, which was just around 
the corner, The woman was within a few 
feet of her. Mrs. Martin saw her lift her 
hand. and draw ft back as though to strike 


or throw. 

Mrs. Martin threw her left arm up to 
ward off the blow, and to protect her face, 
and the next instant a burning stream 
struck her fingers, ran down her arm to 
the shouider, spattered to her neek and 


trickled on her body. 

Mrs: Martin screamed and fell to the 
sidewalk in a faint. Esther also began 
to scream. 

A. Üttle son of Frank G. Horton, living 
at the northwest corner of Stoddard 
street and Leffingwell avenue, heard the 
screams, and in the dim light that came 
from a street lamp across the corner, 
saw that Mrs. Martin had fallen. He ran 
into the house and told his father what 
had happened. Mr. Horton ran out and, 
with the assistance of others, carried Mrs. 
Martin to their home. 

He supposed that the woman had swal- 
lowed acid with suicidal intent, and 
sent his wife for Dr. John C. Falk. Dr. 
Falk found Mrs. Martin unconscious, but 
declared at once that the burns had not 
been inflicted by herself. 

Mrs. Martin ts a daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Ezekiel McGee of Paris, Mo., and 
came to St. Louis about seven years ago. 
Two years ago ~<A and James Martin 
were married. A they were sep- 
arated, and Martin 1 al suit for divorce. 
Mrs. Martin blames a woman, whose name 
and address she does not know, for coming 
between herself and her husband. 

Fragments of the bottle from which the 
acid was thrown re found in the street 
near the scene of attack. It was evi- 
dently a perfume bottle that had held about 
two ounces and was not labeled. It was 
broken into small bits.

Since hie release from jail a year ago 
last May, when the first attempt to extra- 
dite him failed, Kratz has been almost 
corstantly in Guadalajara and 
seer on the streets and in the hotels every 
day. He did not shun visitors from the 
states. but chatted and drank with them. 

He invested in mines and bought a 5000- 
nere ranch 3 miles north of Guadalajara, 
which offered o rtunities for the expen- 
diture of hundr of thousands of dollars. 


Losing Chance to 
‘Make Thousands. 


Carroll and an Englishman named Rus- 
sell are interested with him in his ven- 


tures. Russell says he was largely instru- 
mental in securing Kratz’s release from jail 
at the time of his first arrest. 

The ranch is unstocked, but according to 
Kratz has feeding grounds for thousands 
of cattle. There is also a bed of marble 
and valuable building stone on it. The de- 
velopment of these would necessitate the 
expenditure of a big fortune and if success- 
ful, it is said, would make Kratz one of 
the wealthiest and most powerful land- 
owners in the state. 

The Kratz and Carroll gold and silver 
mines are at Etsatlan and Ahuahulco, 40 
miles northwest of Guadalajara. They have 
Legun the installation of machinery there 
on a scale that has already cost $100,000 and 
is expected to require twice that amount 
for completion. 

The indicted St. Louis councilman has 
not Bon his efforts to Guadalajara. 
Trainmen on the railroads know Kratz and

In his efforts for popularity Kratz has 
striven to avoid mention of the bribery in- 
dictment. He has gained a reputation as 
a sphinx when that subject is concerned. 
His most intimate frinds say all they 
know about his case is what they read. He 
never mentions. it to them except when 
compelled and then to plead his innocence. 


Not Ashamed of. 
Deeds, He Says. 


“I am not guliity,’’ 
done nothing I am ashamed of. I have 
not so much that I might tell as some in 
St. Louis believe. I shall go back some 


day, but I think it best to wait awhile. 
Besides, my business is here now. 

Kratz's home is also here. His wife and 
three children live in the typical Mexican 
heme he has tted for them at 29% Cable 
Maestraza. The house, like all others here, 
is built around a court full ‘of palms and 
flowers. The little garden in the court 
exudes a cool, moist air that the sun's rays, 
during the hours they reach it, do not over- 
come. 

The murmur of running water, the faint 
rustle of the big palm leaves and the chirp- 
ing of birds are the only sounds which dis- 
turb the indicted man when he seeks his 
siesta in a room opening on the court. 

Two or three times Kratz has been ill 
since he came to Guadalajara. His friends 
say it is due to overwork. He has not 
aged, however, as a result of his exile. He 
regards it philosophically, even his present 
confinement apparently not worrying him. 
He chats with friends who call on him 
about matters foreign to his case as if 
no indictment had ever been returned 
against him. He refuses to see anyone ex- 
cept his attorney on business connected 
with his case. Newspaper correspondents 
he turns away by saying: 1 don't want to 
be bothered.“

He détlares himself “convinced that Heath must have 
known of the rascalities being practiced right under his nose 
by the bureau chiefs and other subordinates of his division 
who have been indicted.”

But if he is actuated by the motives found in his 
own philosophy he will brush aside all considerations of mere 
expediency and go straight to the root of the matter. Such a 
course will be good politics. The people contemn timidity; and

The Higher Criticism. 

For a long time we have wonde 
what was meant by the higher criticism,” 
a phrase frequentiy employed by erudite 
writers. We know now. A small boy in 
the gallery of a local playhouse didn't ap- 
prove of the villain on the stage, and he 
hit him on the head with a marbdie. That 
was the higher criticism. 

The boy was arrested and will probably 
be fined, but his good work will go march- 
ing on. He has shown the efficacy of ap- 
Diying the higher criticism to the drama, 
and his method will in time, no doubt, sup- 
plant the present. You can’t suppress a 
bad actor or correct faults in histronic ex- 
pression by writing about them. The actor

will argue that is but the opinion of one 
man, anyway, and will go on in his dia- 
bolical work. But an opinion expressed 
with a marble, or a baseball, is bound to 
have instant effect, and will afford the 
hitherto helpless audience tmmediate relief. 
The just critic armed with a pocket full of 
these missiles and sitting aloft where he 
can distribute them judiciously, would be a 
power in improving stage art. It is only 
the novelty of the thing that now appalls. 

Actors may argue that such criticisms 
constitute an assault, but such a contention 
is inconsistent. When bouquets or money 
are thrown at them in approbation, they 
emer no objection. On the contrary they 
are highly pleased at such appreciation of 
their work. Why, then, should they invoke 
the law when disapprobation is expressed 
by means of other things thrown?

DECISION - NEXT SATURDAY 


Dr. Norvell W. Sharp Advises Taking 
In Colored Physicians, but Finds 
Opponents. 


The St. Louis Medical Society which, is 
representative of the highest and best there 
is in the profession in the city, is strug- 
Sling with a serious problem. Seven hun- 
dred members are askng this question, 
“Shall we admit the negro physician to 
the society?“ 

Some of the leading members answer 
Tes.“ Many answer No.“ The question 
will be answered decisively, affirmatively 
or in the negative, at the next meeting of 
the society, Saturday evening at the board 
of education rooms. 

The proposition was thrust upon the St. 
Louis Medical Society by the action of Dr. 
Norvell Wallace Sharp of 3605 Franklin 
avenue, who, at last Saturday’s session of 
the society, moved the admission of two 
favorably known colored practitioners. 

Dr. Sharp’s motion was the signal for a 
lively discussion, characterized by certain 
members of the society as violent.“ Dr. 
Sharp defended his motion ably and was 
not alone in his position. Other well- 
known members spoke openly and in no un- 
certain terms against the suggestion. Effort 
to bring the controversy to a setllement 
at that meeting failed completely and the 
entire question was referred to the commit- 
tee on credentials. This committee will re- 
port at the coming meeting and a ballot 
will follow. 

No serious schism in the society ranks 
is expected as a result of the controversy, 
but the opposing factions are now most 
highly determined in their attitudes. 

The St. Louis Medical Society includes in 
its membership the leading practitioners of 
St. Louis and is a stepping stone to mem- 
bership in the Americ ‘| Society, 
the premier medical organization of the 
Western Hemisphere. 

Membership A the St. Louis society would 
make the negro physicians eligible to mem- 
berghip in the American, which, according 
to members of the St. Louls society, now 
has no n members.
